Police Harassed, Humiliated 
Her, Eastside WomanCharges 


An Eastside area woman, 
who alleges that police sear- 
ched her home and 
threatened to arrest her for 
No apparent reason, was in 
the process of preparing 
complaints to be filed against 
the officers involved, at CALL 
& .POST deadline Tuesday. 

Mrs. Helen Mackey, 1066 E. 
Rich St. said William J. 
Davis, noted civil rights at- 
.tomey, was preparing af- 
fidavits to be filed against. 
two of the three members of 
the Police Juvenile Division, 
whom she alleges barged 
into her home the afternoon 
of -Feb.-1,-and searched it 
without a warrant. 

Mrs. ‘Mackey said her 
sworn complaints would be 
filed with the offices of Mayor 
Moody, Safety Director Ber- 
nard Chupka and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, 

She gave this account of 
the incident: 

Two female and one male 
police came to her and said 
they were looking for a boy 
who frequently runs around 
with her son, Once inside the 
house, they asked if she min- 
ded them searching the 
premises. The male officer, 
whom she identified as Larry 
Helber, “stood over me while 
the two women searched my 
house from basement to up- 
stairs," Mrs. Mackey said.

An active program to assist 
ex-convicts to become 
integrated into the 
community, began operations 
in Columbus recently 

Opening an office at 395 E 
Broad was the Central Ohio 
Seventh” Step Foundation 
Unique in that it originated 
with a group of convicts, the 

Foundation is composed of 
both “square-johns" and ex- 
convicts. who cooperate to 
‘help the parolee, ex-convict, 
juvenile delinquents and 
potential offender 

James Foster, director of 
the -Central. Ohio program, 
sald the Foundation’s role is 
to help offenders “blend in 
with society as it is today.” 
To give this assistance; staff 
members and volunteers 
work both in and outside of 
prison walls: 

Working with Foster are 
Jack Nelson and Ray White, 
prison program directors, Joe 
Person, employment director 
and.» Roberta McCandlish, 
secretary and bookkeeper. 

Job of the prison program 
directors is to go into the 
penal institutions and help 
them. to form their own 
Seventh Step programs. 
These groups work with 
prison inmates who are about 
to be released 

Once convicts are 
released, they are referred to 
, the group outside the penal 
institution for employment 
and housing. The 
employment director contacts 
prospective employers to 
place the ex-convicts on jobs. 
During the-first-.week_of the 
Central Ohio. operation, five 
out of -six ex-convicts were 
placed and are now working. 

To help ex-convicts with 
the inevitable problems they 
will face in becoming apart 
of the. community, the 
Foundation has post-release 
meetings where ex-convicts 
can get help from both fellow 
ex-convicts.. and 
johns.” People who volunteer 
their time represent such 
diverse groups as attorneys, 
truck. drivers, doctors, 

janitors and religious leaders. 

The Foundation will also 
have a °24-hour answering 
service and an emergency 
phone number tor those 
occasions where immediate 
help is ‘needed.

Black History Week will be observed Feb. 11-17. The 
theme for the 1973 kits issued by the Association for the’ 
Study of Negro Life and History is'’Biography tltuminates the 
Black Experience.” 

Those individuals interested in teaching and studying 
Black History will find these kits divided into five distinct 
segments or sections which can be used each day of Black 
History Week. The main sections consist of pamphlets on: 

“Men of Destifly: Lincoln, Douglass and Woodson.” 
“Black Achievements in Sports,” “Black Women You Should 
Know.""Blagk Achievers in the Arts” and “Black Children 
Make the Future.” = 

We were interested in that section. entitled, “Black 
Achievements in Sports." Our public libraries and schdol 
libraries have plenty of books Gn their shelves about blacks. 
This was not the case a few years ago. 

When | was a student at Central High School in the early 
30's, | recall stumbling on a book in the library which listed 
Walter Camp's All-America teams of 1916-17-18) -was 
shocked when Tread about the first black player to be selec- 
ted on Camp's All-America team in 1916. This man was Fritz 
Pollard of Brown University who played both football and ran 
on the university track team. He was also the first black 
athlete to play in the Rose Bowl. 

It was during those high school. days that | discovered 
Paul Robeson was a four letterman-at-Rutgers. | knew he was 
a singer and an actor but | didn't know he had been an out- 
Standing athlete during his college days until | discovered 
this book. 

! remember writing papers on such All-American white 
players as Willis Glasgow of lowa, Bennie Friedman of 
Michigan, Weley Fesler of Ohio State and Pug Rentner of 
Northwestern. Nothing was ever written by me on black 
players in white colleges because | had never heard of them. 

Perhaps some student today may be interested in 
making a study of black athletes in the sports world. The 
pamphiet issued by the ASNLH has some brief stories on 
Ralph Metcalfe, Charles Drew, :Marshall W. (Major) Taylor, 
Jerome (Brud) Holland, Jackie Robinson and Althea Gibson. 

“Metcalfe was an outstanding- track star at Marquette 
University. He was a member of the 1932 and 1936 Olympic 
teams. At the present time, he is a member of the U.S. 
Congress representing one of the Chicago districts, 

Or. Drew organized and started the practice of banking 
blood which was used to save many lives.Drew-was:one.of - 


“thé Best all-around athletes evér to attend Amherst College. 


He was a three letterman and set several track records. 

Bicycle riding was a popular sport in 1900. “Major” 
Taylor won victory after victory until he won the title as the 
fastest bicycle rider in America. 

There are still many oldtimers around who remember the 
outstanding performance gn the gridiron by Jerome (Brud) 
Holland of Comell, After receiving his Ph.D degree, Holland 
first served as president of Delaware State and later 
president of Hampton Institute.~"Brud" also served.as Am- 
bassador to Sweden: ~* 

One of the first black women to make international 
headlines was Althea Gibson. Althea defeated Darlene Hard 
to win the 1857 women's singles tennis championship at 
Wimbledon, England. When she returned to America, the 
Mayor of New York City led a parade down: Broadway as 
thousands cheered. 

Many books have been written about black athletes. 
There is a sports chapter in.a book by Richard Bardolph 
called “The Negro Vanguard.” This is a good reference book 
about blacks in many different walks of life. Mr. Bardolph 
traces the progress blacks have made in track, baseball, 
basketball, football and several other minor sports, 

Robert W. Peterson has an interesting book on baseball 
called *‘Only the Ball Was White.” Peterson did a wonderful 
job in reconstructing the history of blacks playing baseball 
from old-sports publications. He traces the history of blacks 
playing baseball as far back as 1894. Thus, he proves 
baseball was popular sport with blacks many years 
before the days of Satchel Paige and Josh Gibson appeared 
on the scene. Both Bardolph, and Peterson are white writers. 

Many of our professional black athletes, have secured 
white writers to assist them in writing the story of their lives. 
This was the case of Bill Russell, the great black basketball 
Player and coach in his “Go Up for Glory”; baseball out- 
fielder Curt Flood, “The Way It Is," and Jackie Robinson's 
book on “Baseball Has Done it.” 

There are many other books written about black athletes, 
such as Jesse Owens, the great Olympic track star; Willie 
Mays, Hank Aaron, Connie Hawkins and Johnny Sample's 
book on “Confessions of a Dirty Ballplayer."” Any black 
athlete_going into_professional sports. should read_these 
books by those athletes who have gained experience in 
professional sports. Everything looks rosy on television but 
Johnny Sample said, it's “a damn tough way to make a 
living.” 

In addition to the many black weekly newspapers, there 
are several black magazines which are very good in repor- 
ting on the black athlete. Ebony published monthly by John- 
son Publishing Co., in Chicago, is very good in relating the 
performances of outstanding black athletes. 

Black Sports Magazine is another good monthly 
magazine published. by Black Sports, Inc., in New York. This 
Magazine is growing and always has some very interesting 
articles .about-present-and-past-black-athletes: Black sports 
give exposure to many young black athletes in high school, 
college, amateur and professional ranks who are often 
overlooked by big nationally known white publications. 

Ohio State University black athletes have made their 
contributions in helping sports fans forget some of their bias. 
The Buckeyes have had many black athletes to make the All- 
America teams since the days of Russell Embrey and William 
(Bit!) Bell in the early 30's. 

Some of the black players from Ohio State who have 
made All-American teams have been William (Bill) Willis, 
James Parker, Aurealius Thomas, Robert Ferguson, Ray 
Pryor, James Marshall, Rufus Mayes, Jan White, Jack Tatum, 
Tim Anderson and John Brockington. Several of these 
players, Willis, Marshall, Mayes, Parker, Tatum and 
Brockington, have been outstanding professional players.

Saturday Review....There is another ‘Negro 
baseball player in the days of the Negro American 
and National League who deserves being enshrined 
in the Baseball Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, New 
York. He is Jud Wilson, who played the game for 22 
straight years. In fact, he played the year round, for in 
those days the Negro teams went barnstroming 
during the winter months, which meant more money. 


The last season for Jud, 


Wilson was in 1945. He was 
No. 22 for the Washington, 
0.C. baseball writers as one 
of the greatest baseball 
teams of all time including 
the major leagues. 

Jud in_ his rookie year, 
1924°" twice “becalise™ bored 
with traVeling all over the 
country and sneaked away to 
his» home site in» Washing- 
ton’s so. called “Foggy 
Bottom." “Yeah,” he reaffirms 
the story. ‘! got tired of being 
in Baltimore with the Black 
Sox, so-+-came-on- back home 
after only two weeks of it, and 
if it hadn't been for Scrappy 
Brown, who told them about 
me in the first place, and who 
asked me to return to the 
club, | never would have 
gone back.” 

Interesting is the fact that 
Brown was successful in 
having Jud return for only a 
fortnight, and after that span, 
he was back in 0.C. again for 
keeps except that Brown 
carried him back to Baltimore 
a week later and made it

As a natural hitter he could 
hit everything, curves, slow 
balls, and singing speeders. 

With a matchless faculty, 
Jud Wilson has known few 
‘superiors and has never seen 
any pitcher that he respected. 
Because of his savage hitting 
and.his.truculence at the hot 
corner, many have listed him 
among the immortals. of the 


game. 
Asked if he recalled the 
name of the pitcher or 


pitchers who gave him his 
toughest experience, he 
replied that there were no 
such pitchers as far as he 
counted, adding, “I hit all of 
them, | did-not care one whit 
about making a difference in 
any of them.” 

"| first faced Satchell Paige 
in Cuba in 1929, and he was 
plenty fast. Fact is, he had no 
curve at the time at.all and 
doted on blurring the ball 
through you. | timed his 
blinding stuff and raked him 
for base hits in 
droves,...always have, just 
ask him. He developed a 
curve delivery later and 
added the- know-how. that 
comes with experience to be 
much more successful, but it 
still didn’t make any” dif- 
ference to me.” 

Looking at the grizzled 
veteran, noting his firm, 
jutted chin, his burning eyes, 
his bull neck(16 1/2) and bull- 
shouldered torso ‘cast on 
contradictively small, but wiry 
legs, one: realized the raw, 
unmitgated fury that he was 
and-is in-the acrid hell-of-a 
baseball showdown’for cash: 

Wilson was quiet and a 
broody type with inner fires 
that suddenly exploded to 
action. That quality has 
burned not only pitchers, but 
opponents and even umpires 
who dared challenge his 
raving thirst for-victory. 

The pitchers all looked 
alike to! him, including 
Satchel Paige, Lefty Grove, 
Dick Redding, Dizzy Dean, 
Willie.Foster, Bullet-Yoakley, 
No-hit Williams and Hilton 
Smith. 

His career is freckled with 
instances where he strode to 
the plate and delivered a 
quick stroke of death to high 
riding pitchers who were 
derisvely mowing his mates 
down. In the greatest of all 
East-West games at Chicago, 
when. Willie Foster's left 
handed cunning and fire had 
bewildered the East through 
nine and two-thirds innings 
with only one lone bingle and 
no runs and’ when Cool Papa 
Bell was suddenly at first with 
the second hit of the after- 
noon, Jud Wilson stepped in. 
The 35,000 fans were as quiet 
as a graveyard, and Foster 
wound, unwound and 
streaked the ball plateward. 
Suddenly Wilson's mace 
lashed out and lined the little 
white pellet into the deep left 
for a single as the fleet Bell 
dented the platter for the lone 


0. 

Jud-was-a star of stars and 
could have made the major 
leagues’ during -his great 
career. He should be en- 
shrined in the Baseball Hall 
of Fame.

King assumed leadership of the Montgomery bus boy- 
cott which énded segregation on city buses. The use of 
non-violence proved successful as a technique in 
combating discrimination and it put the name of its 
advocate-Dr.-Martin Luther King, in_the_ headlines.

Slaves, spent the greater part of his 
life in research dealing with the 
history. of colored people in the 
United States. Born in New Canton. 
Buckingham County, Va., he moved 
in-his-earlyyears. to Huntington. 
West Virginia, where he worked in 


_ the coal mines. 


Self-schooled for his first twenty 
years, he tater attended Berea 
College in Kentucky and the Sor- 
bonne in Paris. The University of 
Chicago awarded him an AB. 
degree in 1907 and an A.M. in 1908, 
and he eared his Ph.D. from Har- 
vard University in 1912. Virginia 
State College conferred an 
honorary LL.D on him in 1939. 

A teacher in the public schools of 
Washington, D.C. from 1908 to 
1918, he served a year as principal 
of Armstrong High School before 
becoming Dean cf the School of 
Liberal Arts at Howard University. A 
year later he went to-West Virginia 
State College in the same capacity. 

In 1922 he retired from teaching 
to concentrate on historical 
research. Even before his 
retirement he had determined to 
spend the rest of his life teaching 
the nation and the world about the 
history and achievements of 
Negroes. By ceaseless personal ef- 
forts, through visits and letters to 
individuals and organizations, he 
interested enough supporters in his 
pet project to risk the organization 
at Chicago in 1915 of “The 
Association for the Study of Negro 
Life and History.” In January 1916, 
the “Journal of Negro History" a 
quarterly publication, made its bow 
fo a surprised, and in some cases a 
somewhat skeptical public. Dr. 


Columbus School For Girls Merits Praise 


The Columbus School for Girls, 
an institution to which only wealthy 
whites and near-wealthy blacks can 
afford to send their young gifls, 
celebrated its 75th anniversary last 
week 

Guest speaker at one of the 
invitation-only social affairs was 
Carl T. Rowan, nationally known 
Black journalist and syndicated 
columnist. 

Mr. Rowan may or may not have 
known the racial makeup: of his 
audience _ before _hand, but the 
challenge he laid before them is 
probably still ringing in their 
collective ears. 

At ttie beginning of his address, 
Rowan laid the groundwork for his 
text by telling his 360 
predominantly white listeners that 
the most dominant issues are 
racism, prison reform, unemploy- 
ment and drugs. 

Noting that the average black 
family is living on-less than 60.per 
cent of the income of the average 
white family. Rowan asked the 
crowd to imagine how their lives 
would be fiving on a smaller 
income, having to do without the 
things they now take for granted.

Later on... during .a_ visit to -the 
institution, on an assignment. she told 
this writer. that she separated the 
whites and blacks in the dining room 
because the “colored girts like their 
food highly seasoned,” and the whites 
did not. 

Both of these actions, published in 
The CALL & POST, began to take affect 
on her reputation. But it wasn't until a 
former Ohio Legisiator got possession 
of a letter from an inmate that the racist 
practice was really brought to a head.

Traditionally, this is the prerogative 
or the cesponsibility of the President of 
the United States.

Since the President is a Republican 
and the majority in Congress are 
Democrats, the urge to respond is 
largely partisan. Therefore, President 
Nixon's budget and his State of the 
Union message. has set off the usual 
political controversy.

Caucus speakers, in answer to 
President Nixon, in an approximately 3- 
hour. presentation, discussed 17 
subjects. The subjects were divided up 
$0 a8 to involve most of the members of 
the Caucus. This, therefore, resulted in 
many Caucus speakers using 
practically the same arguments on 
different subjects. 

Cong. Louis Stokes opened the 
Caucus parade of speakers on the 
House's floor with an “Overview” and, 
closed the presentations with a 
“Conclusion.” 

The basis of President Nixon's State 
of the Union. philosophy, is couched in 
this statement of his: “It is time to cut 
back on overseas commitments, 
overseas adventures, foreign aid, and 
handouts of that kind, and time to cut 
back too on vast social programs that 
haven't produced a Great Society or 
won the so-called war on poverty.” 

In his speech, Mr, Nixon said: "I! offer 
no promise of a purely government 
solution for every problem.” Then, in a 
spirit of challenge. the President said: 
“In our own tives. let each of us ask not 
just what will government do for me, 
but what can | do for myself. 

In these words, the President made 
the retort of the Caucus, or any other 
dissenting group or individual, very 
difficult. Therefore, in challenging the 
President, the Caucus cut out a real.job 
for itself, 

The President. however, left some 
doors open for the Caucus to challenge 
him, when he said: "! pledge to you that 
where this government should act, we 
will act boldly and lead boldly.” 

In his “Overview” statement in 
responding to President Nixon. Cong. 
Stokes ‘selected the statement from the 
president's remarks: “...what can | do 
for myself?” as the basic platform for 
the Caucus “True State of the Union,” 
“‘présentation,“when—he —said-—“Fhe 
question is a dangerous one in an era 
when people's ability to help 
themselves is dwindling and-when a 
federal commitment to humanity is 
needed-more than ever."* 

Here then, we have the real gap that 
separates the philosophies. of President 
Nixon and those of the Congressional 
Black Caucus. 

Did the Caucus, in its presentation, 
adequately answer the President? What 
are the points they made, if any; to the 
Positions Mr. Nixon took? Is the 
Caucus playing Democratic politics, or 
are they pitching their position on the 
high grounds that the Negro's cause 
lays. heavily on the-conscience of this 
nation, therefore, politics or no politics, 
should have a top priority in the 
President's program as well as in the 
Programs in Congress.

Blacks Disappointed In Inaugural 


The inauguration of a President is 
a colorful and exciting spectacle, but 
beyond the surface appeal of the 
bands, the balls, and the baton-twirling 
is the deeply serious business. of the 
President telling the nation what to ex- 
pect in the coming years. From this 
standpoint, many people found the 
Inaugural Address lacking in in- 
formation and also in the inspiration.a 
nation needs if it is to think greatly of it- 
self. 

For black people and for all the 
country’s poor and minorities, there 
was little encouragement for change. 

~The theme of the President's Ad- 
dress seemed to be that we shouldn't 
look to Washington for the resolution of 
the country’s ills, but that local com- 
munities and individual initiative should 
be the order of the.day. This.is a theme 
that has great appeal for many 
Americans who yearn to return to the 
Gays when social problems seemed 
less complex and less intractable than 
they do today. 

But others would argue—that 
without bold, affirmative leadership 
from the national government, our 
problems will continue to fester’ url 
solved and worsening. 

Certainly, the items the President 
listed as major challenges at home -- 
better education, health, housing, tran- 
sportation and environment, - demand 
federal initiatives, federal resources 
and federal leadership, And what the 
President rightly called."“the God-given 
right of every American to full and 
equal opportunity'’ has depended, in- 
sofar as it has been partially achieved, 
on vigorous federal action. 

The shift in emphasis away from 
federal programs. strikesfear into 
minorities who are well aware that 
white people got out-from under the 
terrible ‘Depression due~to~ the bold 
federal programs of the. New and Fair 


Deals. Now that Washington has finally 


begun to initiate programs to improve 
the lives of black and brown Citizens, 
they're told to look to local govern- 
ments notorious. for. their historic in- 
sensitivity to.the poor, and to individual 
initiative. :

Once_again.1. woild dike to raise the 
question of turning Black ghettos into a 
community and Black nation. The 
thought of a separate Black nation is 
repulsive to many; but the reality of our 
separateness’ is irrefutable. White 
power has relegated masses of Black 
people to a particular place, socially, 
politically, economically and 
geographically. Perheps the most 
ostensible evidence of our already 
existing separateness is the Black 
ghetto. Black historians and 
sociologists have long since described 
the ghetto as a nation within a nation, 
in scientific terms. 

We need to transfer our scientific un- 
derstanding of our condition as a 
lation within a nation to a political and 
ideological understanding of the 
necessity of transforming our con- 
ditions into political and organizational 
reality, This means that it is necessary 
for the Black community to form a 
program for building an independent 
political institution or institutions which 
control! the lives and destinies of Black 
people living in the already separate 
ghettos:

programs, at the very “least tell: the 
country that.the clock would not be tur- 
ned back in race relations, and that 
America would fulfill its promises of 
freedom and dignity. 

When the President suggested we 
ask not “what will government do for 
me, but what can | do for myself?" | 
thought of the many millions of poor 
people today who have done everything 
possible to survive and endure without 
the-governmental favors bestowed on 


_better-off_people_and_interests._— 


But despite their efforts, they've got 
tO depend on governmental ‘actions to 
create job opportunities, to build 
housing, aid education and construct 
hospitals and health clinics. Such 
people ask not what their government 
can do for them, but why their govern- 
ment neglects their needs while spen- 
ding_billions on war, on tax subsidies 
for the rich and on direct subsidies to 
businesses. aes 

They are asking of the government 
not to embark on programs to satisfy 
selfish objectives, but to do those 
things that are clearly beyond the reach 
of individuals and beyond the desires of 
local governm~nts shaped in the image 
of-entrenched focal interests. They are 
asking their government to exercise the 
moral and programmatic leadership 
4hat--will—indeed—usher_in_ what. the 
President called a new era.® 

‘The President was right when he 
said that this is “a time of great respon- 
sibilities -greatly- borne in -which we 
renew the spirit and promise of 
America.” That great spirit has been 
téo"long dormant and the ‘promise too- 
long delayed to be brought about with 
anything less than bold moral leader- 
ship.

The 
nation of Islam, under the leadership of 
Elijah Mohammad is possibly, the other 
only movement with a precise plan and 
program toward a Black Nation. 

What Cleage does directly is to call 
upon the Black church to lead the 
Black community towards nation- 
building and-nationhood. To do this, he 
says, it is necessary for the Black 
Church to restructure itself to begin to 
serve the people in leading them 
towards their liberation. 

He says, “The Black church must 
develop a new, value system.” This is 
~ necessary to begin directing the church 
and the Black people to a new concept — 
and level of struggle: building the 
nation. 

Cleage also says, “The Black ghetto 
must come into the church and the 
church must build in terms of the Black 
experience. The church must build a 
‘sense of Black nation by breaking 
down barriers which separate Black 
people from one another.” 

Although Black people live side by 
side each other, psychologically and 
Spiritually they are scattered and 
dispersed from one another. The con- 
ep of buliding a Nation requires the 
bringing together in love Black people; 
bring Black people together-in-a-com- 
mon struggle against their oppression. ) 
This is the fundamental objective’ of 
nationhood and the fundamental role 
and task of the Black church.

Racial Unrest 
At Reformatory 


DEAR EDITOR: 


At present, Ohio State Reformatory, 
is experiencing an unusual amount of 
racial unrest; created by one isolated 
fight, between three blacks and three 
whites. Yet the black nor the white in- 
mates Here, are really at fault, judging 
from the actual situation -here. 

Blacks comprise 56% of the total 
population in most correctional in- 
stitutions across the state of Ohio, yet 
the state only employs approximately 
12 black guards working at Ohio State 

We fave a situation here, where most 
of the black inmates, are from 
Ctevetand and Toledo. It’s impossible 
for us to relate or successfully com- 
municate with rural white guards, as 
are the majority, of the guards here. 
They dont understand the blacks in 

This situation creates racial unrest in 
itself. They often point to the Director of 
Corrections, Or. Bennete Cooper, as 
their efforts to prove their sincerity in 
securing more blacks in corrections 
throughout the State. However, one 
black man can't solve the racial 
Situation here, or in other institutions. 

The root of the problem, is in the 
hiring practices and recruiting 


tly had a recruiting drive that centered 
around the hiring of members”

Ohio should seriously look into or risk 
another Attica. 

No, racial problems won't be com- 
pletely re-solved by the hiring of more 
black guards, but it will eliminate some 
of the trival problems that could very 
well build into a. very regretable 
situation.

A. Social security taxes went up 
beginning January, 1973. The em- 
ployee’s contribution rate was raised 
from 52% to 5.85% and the self- 
employed person's rate was increased 
from 75% to 8.0%. The maximum 
social security tax eamings base did 
go up from $9,000 to $10,800.
